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N.Y. Begins Water-Use Checkups As April Freezer 
Need for ‘Model Ordinance’ Cited 


By C. Dale Mericle 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. — Revelation 
that a ‘model’ ordinance to restrict 
the use of water has been submitted 
to the American Water Works Asso- 
ciation was made at the Water Con- 
servation Conference held here dur- 
ing the 37th spring meeting of the 
American Society of Refrigerating 
Engineers. 

“This model ordinance will prob- 
ably be popping up in several lo- 
calities,” declared L. L. Lewis of 
Carrier Corp., who told the confer- 
ence that he had served on the four- 
man committee of the AWWA which 
had prepared it. 

Lewis was one of a panel at the 
conference which included Ralph M. 
Westcott, chairman; Dan Wile, chief 
engineer of Refrigeration Engineer- 
ing, Inc.,; Joseph Leto of Merchants 
Refrigerating Co., St. Louis; Henry 
SchmaH, chief engineer of _ the 
Muehlebach hotel, Kansas City, Mo.; 
in addition to participants from the 
floor. 

Among the latter was Melvin P. 
Hatcher, Kansas City water director. 

In outlining some of the features of 
the model ordinance, Lewis’. ex- 
plained that the AWWA committee’s 
analysis indicated two related prob- 
lems in water conservation: 

(1) The problem faced by the com- 
munity where the water supply was 
physically limited, i.e, it may be 
located far inland and the water 
table has dropped alarmingly, and 

(2) The economic problem faced 
by communities which still have 
adequate supplies but whose filtering 
plants, pumping facilities, mains, and 
sewers aren’t large enough. 

“Is it wise to spend millions to 
improve facilities, or would it be 
better to practice conservation?” 
questioned Lewis. 

With respect to the model ordin- 
ance, he declared that “the general 
features are exceedingly good. The 
biggest problems in water usage are 
the 5 and 7%-hp. air conditioning 
units. They will become the hidden 
demand user of water. The little 
plant will multiply until it will take 
much more water than the big air 
conditioning plant,” he warned.

May Spurt Indicates 
Boom Year at Typhoon 


BROOKLYN — The packaged air 
conditioning business shows better 
promise this year than ever before, 
reports Sales Manager Don V. Pet- 
rone of the Typhoon Air Condition- 
ing Co., stating that “over 63% more 
Typhoon packaged units were sold 
during the month of May this year 
than during the same month last 
year. And last year’s sales for May 
were the highest we have ever re- 
corded for any one month. 

“Partly due to last year’s heat 
wave, and partly due to the increas- 
ing pressure for air conditioning as 
more and more systems are installed, 
the heavy buying season has started 
much earlier this year, and promises 
to break all previous Typhoon records 
by the end of the season,” Petrone 
said. 

New York water restrictions did 
not seem to slow down air condi- 
tioning sales in the New York area, 
the Typhoon executive said. In fact, 
in the affected locality itself, sales 
of Typhoon packaged units alone 
have shown a strong increase in spite 
of the fact that water saving devices 
were required for every sale of 3 
tons of air conditioning or more. 
And considering the several hundred 
Typhoon evaporative condensers sold

NEW YORK CITY—First ‘“check- 
ups” on compliance with New York 
City’s regulations requiring that all 
refrigeration and air conditioning 
systems of 3 tons capacity or larger 
use water-saving devices, were 
started last week under orders from 
Water Commissioner Stephen J. 
Carney. 

The compliance drive started after 
it was reported that water consump- 
tion on June 8 had reached a new 
peak for the period that water-con- 
servation efforts had been tried. 

The ruling regarding the use of 
water-conserving devices in 3-ton and 
over cooling systems stipulated that 
such equipment should be installed by 
June 1. Hundreds of users received 
extensions on the grounds that they 
were not able to complete the neces- 
sary reconversion by the deadline. 


In the current checkup procedure, 
Commissioner Carney said that the 
inspectors will visit the premises of 
all persons to whom extensions were 
granted to make certain either that 
the reconversion is in progress or 
that the work order is in the hands

Freezer ‘Specs’ In This Issue 


Specifications on the home and 
farm freezer lines produced by 51 
manufacturers throughout the 
United States appear in this issue 
of the NEWS. A complete index 
to the specifications, by brand 
name, is on page 4. 

Last year, the NEWS listed 
specifications from 59 manufactur- 
ers. Four of these, however, are 
not making freezers today. From 
six others, the NEWS received no 
specifications data this year. One 
other manufacturer indicated that 
he was in the process of changing 
models and did not want the 
specifications published at this 
time. 

On the other hand, three firms 
not previously listed, submitted 
specifications which appear in this 
issue. 


Sales Double 
1949 Month 


NEW YORK CITY — April home 
freezer sales by 27 firms reporting 
to the National Electrical Manufac- 
turers’ Association nearly doubled 
those of the same month last year, 
according to figures released by 
Nema. 

For the first four months of the 
year, 27 to 29 firms scored sales 65% 
ahead of the same period last year 
and 8% above that of 1948, which 
was the industry’s best year to date. 

At the present rate of sales, the 
year-end total should nudge the 
500,000 mark—-a new high. 

Of the 42,480 sales reported for 
April, 42,002 were made in the United 
States and 478 abroad. Upright 
models accounted for 1,026 units, in- 
cluded in the above total. 

April sales were 19% under March, 
however, following a pattern discern- 
able in previous years. In both 1948 
and 1949, sales have dropped off from 
the March peak during April and 
May and then gone on to new highs 
during the summer months. 

As in previous* months, one third 
of the sales were in units of from 


11 to 12.9-cu. ft. capacity. Another 
third of the units sold were in the

Frozen, Pre-+Packed 


‘Meat Seen Cheaper 


KANSAS CITY, Mo.—Meats frozen 
and pre-packaged at the packing 
house may ultimately cost the con- 
sumer less than fresh meats, but 
there are still several problems to 
be solved before such practice be- 
comes general, the American Society 
of Refrigerating Engineers was in- 
formed at its 37th spring meeting 
staged at the Muehlebach hotel here. 

E. J. Robertson of Wilson & Co., 
Chicago, told the group that the 
40% (bone, fat, etc.) in some fresh 
meat wasted by the consumer could 
be more profitably disposed of by 
the packer, and that this combined 
with the resultant lower weight and 
transportation costs would mean a 
lower price to the ultimate purchaser. 

“Meat is not a seasonal item, for 
it flows to market in a fairly steady

Freezer Savings 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Wise quan- 
tity buying of fruits and vegetables 
and “home freezing’”’ them in a home 
freezer can save the householder 
more money than ever this year. 

Why? 

Because fruit prices have been 
climbing. The Bureau of Agriculture 
Economics’ fruit price index for the 
month ended April 15 jumped to 206 
from 193 for the month before. 
Freezes and spring frosts nipped the 
fruit trees and vines and cut the 
size of expected crops. 

“You’re going to have to pay 
more this year for peaches, pears, 
grapes, plums, and probably 
cherries,” predicts one U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture official. 

(That is, if you don’t have a home 
freezer. ) 


Erie ‘Slowdown’ Sends 
2,000 G-E Workers Home 


ERIE, Pa.—Thousands of General 
Electric employes working on the 
first shift were sent home June 12 
due, one company official charged, to 
a slowdown on one production line 
which disrupted the working sched- 
ule. 

Between 2,000 and 2,500 persons 
had been given notice to go home 
before 12 noon. 

Shortly before 1 p.m. the com- 
pany’s official statement of the situa- 
tion said: 

“Due to a refusal to work on the 
part of less than 100 persons on the 
first shift of the refrigerator cabi- 
net shop, necessary parts required 
for subsequent assembly operations 
ceased to be available. 

“This necessitated sending home, 
due to lack of work, approximately 
2,000 persons in the refrigerator- 
cabinet division about 11 o’clock this 
morning. 

“Only the first shift operation in 
the refrigerator-cabinet factory is 
affected thus far.” 


‘Ridiculous; We Will Be 
indicated,’ Says 
ovis Ruthenburg 
PHILADELPHIA—The U. S. De- 
partment of Justice on June 12 filed 


a civil anti-trust suit in Federal 
court here, charging Servel, Inc. 


with monopolizing the manufacture 


and distribution of gas refrigeration 
equipment in violation of the Sher- 
man and Clayton Acts. 

According to the complaint, Servel 
has created a monopoly by entering 
into agreements with foreign manu- 
facturers dividing world markets and 
reserved the U. S. to Servel, by sys- 
tematic acquisition of patent rights 
developed by others in the U. S., by 
maintaining a rigid system of dis- 
tribution contracts under which each 
distributor is granted an exclusive 
territory and is prevented from han- 
dling any other brands of refriger- 
ators. 

In announcing the filing of the civil 
suit, Attorney General J. Howard 
McGrath said “The effects of the 
defendant's activities, according to 
the complaint, have been to stabilize 
and maintain at high levels the prices 


The following statement was issued 
by Louis Ruthenburg, chairman of 
the board of Servel, Inc., in answer 
to the anti-trust suit filed by the 
government: 

“It is ridiculous for the anti-trust, 
lawyers in Washington to claim that 
Servel, Inc., has any monopoly in 
the highly competitive household re- 
frigerator business. 

“Every housewife who reads the 
advertisements, listens to the radio, | 
and answers the salesman’s knock at 
the door, knows that there are at’ 
least a dozen large manufacturers 
aggressively in the market with 
refrigerators of all types, sizes, and 
prices. 

“The public will note that the anti- 
trust lawyers have again followed 
their practice of filing a civil suit at 
an unreasonable distance from a com- 
pany’s operations. In this case the 
suit has been brought in Philadelphia, 
a city 600 miles from our sole plant 
and principal place of business, our 
executive personnel and the bulk of * 
our records; thereby unnecessarily 
handicapping our manufacturing and 
sales activities. 

“We are confident we will be com- 
pletely vindicated.” 


which consumers must pay for gas 
refrigerators. Since, in many areas 
gas refrigerators are the only prac- 
ticable means of automatic refrigera- 
tion, this is a classic illustration of 
the effects of monopoly.” 

The Justice Department asks that 
the court issue such orders with 
respect to defendant’s patent rights 
as will dissipate the effects of its 
“unlawful” activities, that the cdén- 
tracts between the defendant and its 
distributors be declared void, and 
that the defendant be enjoined from 
entering into any similar arrange- 
ments hereafter. 

Following are some of the allega- 
tions brought out in the government’s 
complaint: 

From 1940 through 1949, defendant 
sold and shipped in interstate com- 
merce approximately 1,644,000 gas 
refrigerators having a value of ap- 
proximately $203,590,000. During the 
same period, defendant sold and 
shipped into Pennsylvania approxi- 
mately 146,000 gas refrigerators hav- 
ing a value of approximately 
$17,800,000. 

Servel, Inc., beginning in or about 
1927 and continuing to the present, 
has sold and has contracted to sell 
gas refrigerators and equipment on 
the condition, agreement, or under- 
standing that the purchaser shall not 
use or deal in refrigerators or equip- 
ment supplied by any competitor of 
the defendant, with the purpose and 
having the effect of substantially 
lessening competition and tending to 
create a monopoly. 

In 1925, Platen-Munters Refriger- 
ating System, Aktiebolag (herein- 
after referred to as PMR), a Swedish 
corporation, controlled U. S., and 
Canadian, Cuban, and other foreign 
patents covering inventions relative

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Cleveland News’ “Why | Want a Freezer’ Contest Gets 4,000 Entries 


CLEVELAND — More than 4,000 
persons in the Cleveland area are at 
least interested in owning a home 
freezer. 

That many took the time to write 
a letter on “Why I Want a Food 
Freezer” to the Cleveland News in 
the hope of winning one of the three 
freezers offered as prizes in a recent 
contest. 

The newspaper contest was part 
of a series of freezer promotional 
activities carried on here during April 
and the first half of May. Also par- 
ticipating in the promotions were the 
Electrical League of Cleveland, The 
Illuminating Co., and appliance dis- 
tributors and dealers. 

The promotions involved the use of 
demonstrations and newspaper, radio, 
and billboard advertising. Demonstra- 
tions were conducted by utility per- 
sonnel in the auditorium of the Elec- 
trical League and in dealers’ stores. 

The letter-writing contest was 
staged by the News at the suggestion 
of the Electrical League. The News 
conducted the contest as one of its 
own promotions. 

According to Miss Anne Darling 
of the newspaper’s sales promotion 
department, the contest was one of 
the most successful ever undertaken 
by the News. 

The contest ran from May 1 to 
May 10. All that contestants had to 
do was to write a letter giving the 
reasons why they wanted a food 
freezer. 

No limit was placed on the length 
of the letter—a key factor in draw- 
ing the wide response, Miss Darling 


said. Letters were judged on the 
basis of sincerity and good ideas. 

First prize was a 10.3-cu. ft. Cool- 
erator freezer plus $75 worth of 
frozen meats, fruits, and vegetables 
from Portage Frosted Foods Co. The 
second prize was a 9-cu. ft. Cold- 
spot unit and the third prize a 6-cu. 
ft. Westinghouse model. The freezers 
were contributed by local distribu- 
tors. ; 

The News promoted the contest in 
a variety of ways. It published a 
front-page reminder box and the con- 
test rules daily, ran pictures of 
freezers, carried feature articles by 
various editors on the advantages 
of owning a freezer and using frozen 
foods (see story below), and put 
signs on all its delivery trucks (the 
first time this had been done to pro- 
mote anything but the papers own 
editorial features). 

The contest was judged by Miss 
Frances Preston, home economist for 
the Family Service Association; 
William Farrar, secretary of the 
Cleveland Newspaper Publishers As- 
sociation; and Ruth Merriam, food 
editor of the News. They awarded 
the first prize to Mrs. John Gregory, 
Jr., mother of six children, who 
lives with her family on a three-acre 
farm outside Norwalk, Ohio. 

Mrs. Gregory wrote that she and 
her family had planted 4,000 straw- 
berry plants the year before, they 
were expecting to get a calf and 
cow this winter, and “that’s when I’d 
give my eye-teeth for a food freezer.” 
She added “selfishly, I think of the 
many hours of labor I’d be spared.”

Mrs. Pearl Salminen: “It is hard 
to keep the fruits and vegetables as 
beautiful, firm, and preserve the nu- 
trition and food value as they are 
when harvested, by canning.

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Court Orders Thor To Sell 
Only Through Mayflower 


In Northern New Jersey 


PHILADELPHIA — The _ United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals here 
has ruled that Thor Corp. can dis- 
tribute its appliances in the northern 
New Jersey area only through May- 
flower Industries, whose franchise 
Thor cancelled last March. 

At the time of the cancellation, 
Mayflower Industries got a _ tem- 
porary injunction from the Superior 
Court in Essex county, New Jersey, 
to restrain Thor from using any 
other distributor. 

Thor then successfully got the 
case transferred to Federal court in 
Newark on the grounds that its 
headquarters were in Chicago. The 
court denied the request for an in- 
junction and Mayflower appealed 
the case to the higher court in Phila- 
delphia. 

The appellate court now has en- 
joined Thor from selling any of its 
products directly or indirectly in the 
northern New Jersey area except 
through Mayflower. Thor President 
Raymound J. Hurley has indicated 
that Thor would give up distribu- 
tion in Northern New Jersey rather 
than use Mayflower. 

Mayflower contended that the can- 
cellation was without notice and 
meant a $5,000,000 per year loss in 
business. 


Hamilton Offers New Line, 
Cuts Prices on Old Models

News Columnist’s Friends 
Tell Why a Freezer Is 
Worth the Money 


CLEVELAND — Randall 


Brown, 


author of the “Your House” column | 


in the Cleveland News, discussed the 
cost of owning a freezer in one of his 
columns during the freezer contest. 

He posed the question: Is a freezer 
really worth the money?

the average family would need a 
freezer larger than 20 cu. ft. Hot- 
point’s continuing survey of con- 
sumer buying habits indicates that 
58°; of home freezer owners do not 
rent locker space. 

If a locker is to be used, the de- 
partment of agriculture recommends 
a supplementary 3 cu. ft. of home 
freezer space. This would mean a 
freezer of 11 cu. ft. for the average 
family. 


APPLIANCE DEALERS MAKE 
HALF OF SALES 


The Hotpoint survey showed that 
half of the company’s freezer sales 
in 1949 were made by appliance 


dealers, indicating that it is still a | 


specialty item and needs promotion. 
Half the sales are made in cities 
and towns under 10,000 population, 
while 22.9% were made in cities 
over 100,000 population. 

A breakdown of sales by popula- 
tion shows 12.8% in towns under 
1,000; 14.2% in 1,000 to 2,500 cate- 
gory; 2,500 to 5,000, 11.6%; 5,000 
to 10,000, 12.2%; 10,000 to 25,000, 
14.2%; 25,000 to 50,000, 6.4%; and 
50,000 to 100,000, 5.7%; and over 
100,000, 22.9%. 

The survey also revealed new in- 
formation on the type of customer 
who bought a Hotpoint freezer. 
Many typical freezer owners live on 
a farm and own their homes which 
are valued under $10,000. They pur- 
chased the freezer from an appli- 
ance dealer and were most influenced 
by the company’s reputation. 


97% OF OWNERS SATISFIED 


A supplementary survey found that 
97.6% of owners are satisfied with 
their freezers. When asked what they 
aisliked about the appliance, 75.6% 
had no complaints. Principal advant- 
ages were: Stacks easily, food is 
easy to store and readily accessible, 
26.8%; convenience of having food 
on hand and a place to store it, 
24.4%; keeps food fresh, 19.5%; and 
Saves time, 14.6%. Dislikes included: 
Defrosting, 2.4%; and door handles, 
2.4%.

The officials recommend that be- 
sides convenience, other considera- 
tions in locating the freezer should 
be a cool, dry, well-ventilated place 
for best operation. While rooms with 
high temperatures will force the 
motor to run longer, most manufac- 
turers advise against subjecting 
freezers to temperatures under 40° 
F. Circulation of air is desirable to 
carry off the heat of freezer opera- 
tion; therefore, the appliance should 
not be fitted tightly into a niche with 
walls on three sides. 


A definite consideration in locating 
the freezer is a strong floor area. 
This is a heavy appliance even when 
empty, and a full load of food can 
easily add several hundred pounds. 
Upright freezers put more weight 
per square foot on a floor than hori- 
zontal models of the same capacity. 

While freezers are a plug-in appli- 
ance, customers will not get maxi- 
mum benefits unless they are shown 
proper fundamentals of locker opera- 
tion. This calls for an educational 
program before and after the pur-

chase. One approach that has been 
used successfully by Hotpoint dealers 
is the “food freezing party.” 


This is particularly applicable for 
the summer season when the dealer 
can offer refreshments such as pop- 
sicles, ice cream bars, and cold 
drinks. Food processors, it has been 
found, are anxious to cooperate by 
offering packaging materials and in- 
structions at little or no cost. Frozen 
food wholesalers also are promotion- 
minded in the sale of freezers. 


The food freezing party should be 
supervised by a qualified home econo- 
mist who can be secured through a 
manufacturer, distributor, school, or 
electric utility company. Utilities are 
definitely interested in promoting the 
use of freezers, because this appli- 
ance in a 12-cu. ft. size can mean the 
addition of 1,000 kwh. per year. 


Although these companies did 
little to promote or merchandise 
freezers before the war, they can 
be expected to increase their ad- 
vertising and promotion support as 
they did in helping create accept- 
ance on electric ranges, water heat- 
ers, and refrigerators. This will be 
an additional factor in helping the 
appliance dealer develop his freezer 
business, Walters concluded.

A ir Conditioned Horses 


From a Frigidaire representative 
in Singapore, comes a _ story as 
bizarre as that far-eastern metropo- 
lis itself. Horses are sleeping in air 
conditioned stables. 

Some years ago racing enthusiasts 


of the Singapore colony found that 
the trim Australian steeds brought 
to Malaya sometimes develop what 
is known as “dry coat’—a refusal 
of the sweat glands to function. 
When this state occurs, and a horse 
is raced, death of the animal can 
result. As a matter of fact, shortly 
before the war, a “dry coat” horse 
collapsed on a track—fatally injur- 
ing the jockey. 

Usually ‘‘dry coat” racers are sent 
to the hills where more favorable 
atmospheric conditions put the 
sweat glands back in action. Aside 
from being expensive, this type of 
treatment became impractical be- 
cause of local disturbances in the 
vicinity of hill stations. 

Unable to take their horses to the 
mountains, owners are_ bringing 
mountain-fresh air to horses. 


The Government Veterinary Sur- 
geon’s office experimented with a 
package Frigidaire room air condi- 
tioner, which was easily installed in 
a test stable, and required only a 
simple electrical plug-in to operate. 
The reaction of the “dry coat’ horse 
was similar to one undergoing the 
more-expensive hill country treat- 
ment. Eureka! And yoicks! 

Further research resulted in the 
installation of two new air condi- 
tioning plants at the Singapore Turf 
Club. 

According to the trainers, any 
horse stabled in air conditioned 
quarters runs better, thus creating 
a definite economic advantage quite 
apart from the curative asset.

Once Yearly Generally Enough 


Here Are Tips That Can Speed Freezer Defrosting Job 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—“It’s time 
to take action when the frost on the 
freezer is more than half an inch 
thick,” says Dr. Earl McCracken of 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture. 

Dr. McCracken, a physicist for 
the Bureau of Human Nutrition, 
concludes after extensive research on 
the subject that once a year is usu- 
ally often enough to defrost the home 
freezer. 

“However, if the surrounding at- 
mosphere is very humid or the door 
is frequently opened, you may have 
to do the job two or three times a 
year,” he stated. “Try to defrost 
when relatively little food is in the 
box,”’ he added. 


FOOD CAN BE LEFT INSIDE 


“First, remove frost unmixed with 
ice by scraping when the freezer is 
in full operation,” Dr. McCracken 
said. “If the freezer is not too full, 
move food packages from one part 
to another as you work, rather than 
taking them out. 

“Use special scraping tools sold for 
the purpose, or a broad stiff spatula, 
a putty knife, or sharp-edged wooden 
paddle. Catch frost on papers, card- 
boards, or cloths as it is scraped 
from vertical dividers on walls. Or 
collect it from the bottom with dust- 


pan and whiskbroom. If pans and 
broom are kept cold, frost will not 
melt from contact with them.” 

He said that if ice is mixed with 
frost or a complete cleaning job is 
needed, remove food packages and 
disconnect the freezer. Put the food 
packages on trays or in baskets that 
have been well-cooled in the freezer. 
Pile packages compactly and cover 
with chilled blankets, newspapers, or 
other insulating materials. 


Next, Dr. McCracken _ stated, 


>» “scrape as much frost as_ possible 


from the surfaces, to lessen need for 


mopping up melted ice. If the freezer. 


has a drain, speed melting by run- 
ning cold water over refrigerated 
surfaces. Don’t use hot water be- 
cause this would cause difficulty 
when starting the compressor again. 

“Speed defrosting by removing 
loosened ice from the surface. An 
electric fan can help melt the ice 
if placed so that it blows room air 
into the freezer or cold air out. If 
the freezer is upright, set the fan 
on the floor or a chair, to blow air 
directly into the freezer. 


WHERE TO PLACE FAN 


“If the freezer opens on top, “the 
fan may be placed on the bottom of 
the compartment and tilted upward 


slightly to blow against a side wall, 
Or the fan may be put on the freezer 
and tilted down to blow into it.” 

Dr. McCracken continued, ‘while 
ice and frost melt, wipe up the water 
with cloths and clean non-refrig- 
erated surfaces of the freezer. When 
defrosting is done and the freezer is 
clean, connect the freezer and let it 
run half an hour or so to lower the 
temperature somewhat before replac- 
ing the food. 

“When returning the food to the 
freezer, take time to make an in- 
ventory of the packages,” he con- 
cluded. “It is a good opportunity to 
bring older packages to the fore.”

WASHINGTON, D. C. — The 
Bureau of Internal Revenue collected 
$7,830,028 in manufacturers excise 
taxes on electric, gas, and oil appli- 
ances during April as compared with 
$5,262,495 in the same month last 
year, the bureau has reported. 

It collected $6,703,266 from manu- 
facturers of mechanical refrigera- 
tors, air conditioners, etc., compared 
with $6,439,097 last year.

PHILADELPHIA—Reco Products

Air Cooling Battles 
Torture of Hot Sun 
In Diamond Grading 


KIMBERLEY, Union of South 
Africa—The tedious and painstaking 
task that is involved in the accurate 
sorting and grading of uncut dia- 
monds will be alleviated considerably 
by the use of air conditioning, a 
10-ton system having recently been 


| installed for Kimberley House here, 


one of the largest diamond grading 
houses in the world. 

After the initial mining the first and 
one of the most important steps in 
diamond processing is the grading, 
where the uncut diamonds are sorted 
into two grades. 

Diamond grading is generally held 
to be done best in natural sunlight 
so the long’ grading tables. in 
Kimberley House are placed directly 
in front of a wide expanse of glass. 


During summer months it is said 
to be real torture to sit before the 
windows in a bake-oven like atmos- 
phere and do a conscientious job of 
sorting and grading. 

To overcome this in Kimberley 
House two self-contained 5-ton Air- 
temp air conditioning units were in- 
stalled recently by Air Conditioning 
and Engineering Co., Ltd., Airtemp 
distributor for South Africa. 

No ductwork was involved in this 
installation. One of the units is 
located at the end of the row of 
sorting tables, so the air is dis- 
charged down the row. The other 
unit is about half way down the 
sorting room against an interior wall 
so the air discharge is directed 
towards the windows and _ sorting 
tables. 

Also included in the installation is 
a cooling tower which was fabricated 
entirely with local labor and ma- 
terials. 

According to the installing firm, 
the satisfaction, comfort, and cleanli- 
ness resulting from this installation 
has been a great relief to the third 
and fourth generation graders whose 
parents, grandparents, and probably 
sons and daughters have and will 
spend their working lives at these 
sorting tables.

TCHDOG OF THE NATION'S FOOD SUPPLY 


Commercial Frozen Foods vs. Home Packed Items 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich. — “The 
packers may jump on me for saying 
this, but I think that the home 
freezer owner can freeze his own 
garden items better than the com- 
mercial packers can.” 

H. L. Brown, president of the 
Frozen Food Center, specialty frozen 
food store here, went on to say that 
he was referring to such items as 
corn, peas, asparagus, and beans. 


Time Lapse Important 


“It’s the time lapse between har- 
vesting and freezing that counts, not 
the time of freezing,” says Brown. 
“Last summer I cut a field of as- 
paragus and froze the stalks within 
an hour after cutting. Man, you 
couldn’t beat them for flavor! 


“But when a commercial firm does 
the job, the asparagus is harvested 
one day, transported to the packers 
and then probably frozen the next. 
What’s more, the packer cannot 
hope to maintain the same control 
over the quality of his product that 


the homeowner can, operating on a 
much smaller scale.” 

Brown has been selling frozen foods 
and freezers for four years now. 
Freezers sold best in 1947 and 1948. 
Last year was very disappointing and 
Brown has not too much hope for 
this year. 

“Of course,” he states, “everybody 
who has purchased a home freezer 
likes it and wouldn’t be without it. 
And as for frozen foods, we are get- 
ting more and more customers all 
the time. Most are still coming from 
the well-to-do families out on the 
east end.” 

However, Brown indicated, compe- 
tition is much keener than it was 
a couple of years ago. He finds that 
nearly every grocery store in Grand 
Rapids is handling frozen foods. As 
a result, he does not get much call 
for routine items. 

Specialty items, such as _ lobster 
tails, frog legs, chicken legs, pies, 
and dinners, are his best sellers. 

Brown operates a home delivery 
service one day per week. For this, 


and for delivery of chip steaks and 
other frozen meats to restaurants and 
markets outside Grand Rapids, Brown 
uses a non-refrigerated panel truck. 

“We find that a couple of brine 
pads, kept in the freezer overnight 
and then placed in an insulated crate 
in the truck are more than adequate 
to keep foods frozen while in 
transit,” he explained. 


Getting Refrigerated Truck 


However, he indicated that he is 
acquiring a refrigerated truck from 
Herpolsheimer’s department _ store, 
which, he said, recently gave up its 
frozen food home delivery service. 

Brown promotes the sale of frozen 
foods and, in the summertime, freezer 
packaging materials, through news- 
paper advertisements and through 
post cards mailed to home freezer 
owners. 

He said that he receives some busi- 
ness from new home freezer owners 
who ask the dealer when buying 
where they can get packaging ma- 


terials. Many of the dealers give his 
name, he stated, though he has no 
working agreement with them. 

Another good source of frozen 
food sales is the utility home econo- 
mists, he noted. They not only buy 
much of their foods for freezer 
demonstration from him, but they 
also mention his store in their demon- 
strations. 


“They do me a 
Brown asserted. 


Home freezer owners who have 
purchased large units are poorer 
customers of his than those who buy 
small units, he indicated. 


“When a person buys a large unit, 
he intends to fill it up with the fruits, 
vegetables, and meat he grows him- 
self or buys in large quantities at 
the peak of the season. As a result, 
we don’t sell much to him. 

“The person who buys a small unit 
isn’t one who is going to do much 
quantity purchasing and therefore 
comes in quite regularly to purchase 
frozen foods.”

Cutting the Cost of Goods. 
Damaged In Transit 


OR years one of the most consistent gripes of major appli- 
ance dealers and distributors has been shipments of goods 
which are damaged on arrival. 


Every damaged shipment means filing a claim against the 
railroad or truck line, delay in getting goods to the sales floor, 
and probably, in many cases, lost sales. 


Now, dealers and distributors are in a position to do some- 
thing about the damage situation. They can urge shippers to 
join the National Safe Transit Program—a cooperative industry 
effort to bring about more careful handling of shipments. 


The National Safe Transit Committee, a group of industry 
experts organized under the sponsorship of the Porcelain Enamel 
Institute, has developed a simple, inexpensive, pre-shipment test- 
ing procedure which determines whether or not crated appliances 
and parts will stand normal handling and shipping hazards. 


Any manufacturer of finished-metal products, regardless of 
whether or not he is a member of the Porcelain Enamel Institute 
or any other trade organization, can adopt the Safe Transit 
Program. 


More than 50 companies already have joined this Program 
and adopted its Safe Transit tests. They all report definite and 
immediate results. 


By means of these tests they can make changes in their 
products or packages which enable goods to travel safely to their 
destinations. Many shippers have found that these changes not 
only cut shipping damage down to an acceptable minimum, but 
actually lower packaging and production costs as well. 


The eventual result for dealers and distributors could be 
safely-delivered appliances and parts at lower cost to them. Full 
information may be obtained from the National Safe Transit 
Committee, 1010 Vermont Ave., N. W., Washington 5, D. C. 


The National Safe Transit Committee is a non-profit group of 
engineers and packaging experts who have volunteered their time 
to try to help solve the problem of shipping and handling damage 
which has been plaguing the industry. 


Their Safe Transit Program is the kind of cooperative in- 
dustry effort that could come into being only in America. It is 
an effort that deserves the attention of every manufacturer and 
distributor of finished-metal goods. 

Mind you, we do not say that this group has a monopoly on 
ideas of safe transit. Many manufacturers in our industry have 
achieved enviable records in this respect before the NSTP came 
into being. 

But we do know that the whole subject is of intense interest 
to dealers and distributors, and that any plan or method of 
improving the situation should be welcome to everyone in the 
industry.

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Dealers Advised To Follow Up Leads as Freezer Demonstrations 


Attract 4,500 Daily During 1950 Chattanooga Electrical Show 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn.—The 1950 ~ 


Electrical Show staged here during 
the last week of April ‘proved to be 
highly successful and all exhibitors 
expressed themselves as well pleased 
with the results,’ C. Bert Osborne, 
show chairman, announced recently. 


To the daily home freezer demon- 
strations went more than 4,500 per- 
sons. “I believe that if the dealers 
will follow up this promotional ac- 
tivity in an aggressive manner our 
freezer sales will jump sharply,” 
Osborne stated. 


The show is an annual public spec- 
tacle that attracts nearly 100,000 
visitors. This year, 36 electrical 
manufacturers and distributors oc- 
cupied 79 booths in Memorial Audi- 
torium to show the latest in appli- 
ances and electrical equipment. 


Five nationally known home econo- 
mists and the Electric Power Board’s 
home economist conducted the de- 
monstrations. Home freezers valued 
at $4,000 were given away as prizes. 


Value of the show exhibits was 
estimated to be about $500,000 with 
the cost of the Crosley exhibit alone 
set at $100,000. 

The show was supported by large 
special sections in both daily news- 
papers. These special sections were 
filled with stories on the use, ad- 
vantages, and convenience of elec- 
trical appliances and with large ad- 
vertisements by appliance dealers. 

States R. Finley, general superin- 
tendent of the Electric Power Board, 
who spoke at the annual banquet 
of the Chattanooga Electric League 
during Electrical Week, noted that 
Chattanooga, as a result of abundant 
and cheap TVA power, has boosted 
its annual average residential con- 
sumption to 5,120 kwh., highest of 
any city of comparable size east of 
the Rocky Mountains. 

He stated: “About 95% of all 
homes here have electric refrigera- 
tion, over 70% cook electrically, and 
over 42% heat water with electricity. 


“Hundreds of the homes con- 
structed in the last few years have 
complete all-electric kitchens, and in 
many of them the laundry equip- 
ment is installed permanently.”

and ice cream, in _ larger-than- 
ordinary packages at prices that rep- 
resent savings. A refrigerated locker 
storage plant may be such a source, 
or perhaps a store specializing in 
frozen foods. It is desirable that the 
frozen foods concern provide a de- 
livery service. 

First step in the “Freezer Economy 
Club” program is to work out a 
sales story that will demonstrate 
the savings that are attainable. 

Some general figures can be used, 
showing that 80% of all food pur- 
chased is perishable, and that 15% 
of the perishable food budget or $12 
a month on a $100-per-month budget 
for food can be saved through quan- 
tity buying of frozen foods. Another 
5% can be saved through elimination 
of waste or spoilage. Six miles of 


transportation at 5 cents a mile can 
also be saved. Total savings can thus 
be estimated at $17.20 a week, or 
$206.40 per year, or $1,032 savings 
in five years. 

More enterprising dealers can go 
to the source of the frozen foods, and 
draw up a chart on all the various 
food items in the meat, vegetable, 
fruit, and dairy items that will show 


actual savings in quantity-versus- 
retail package buying, and apply 
them to the prospective freezer 


buyer’s own knowledge of his food 
buying habits. 

Other sales points for the home 
owner should not be neglected. These 
include “shopping convenience,” 
“cooking convenience,” ‘prepared- 
ness for emergencies,” “storage for 
game acquired by sportsmen” “im- 


proved diet.” However, in the 
“Freezer Economy Club Plan” the 
savings are the big point of attack, 
and should be emphasized. 

To determine the proper size of 
freezer a prospective purchaser 
should buy, Ramsey-Bennett has 
worked out the following “Freezer 
Size Evaluation Chart.”

cousins” to adjust for the situation 
where people in the city have avail- 
able to them, during peak season, 
quantities of free produce, fruits, 
vegetables, etc. Likewise, under No. 
6, subtract 25 points for “city 
fellers” to compensate for people who 
live in a farming community, but are 
not actively engaged in rasing any 
produce, fruit, vegetables, etc., to 
freeze. 


Factor No. 8 refers to women who 
bake to any great extent, and thus 
have the opportunity to freeze bread, 
pastries, pies, and cakes for future 
use. 


Now, how is the Freezer Economy 
Club plan used in the freezer sales 
talk? 


The salesman makes use of it by 
telling the prospect that once he has 
purchased a freezer, he can join the 
Club. Arrangements have been made 
with the XYZ Frosted Foods Co. 
whereby club members will be able 
to buy meat, fish, poultry, vegetables, 
fruits, ice cream and butter, frozen 
and delivered in their freezer at their 
home at prices which can bring sav- 
ings up to 30%. 


$25 Minimum Order 


Club members phone in their order 
for at least $25 worth of food at the 
special price arranged for. 


Club members get further assist- 
ance in their food purchasing opera- 
tions through the issuance to them 
of a monthly club bulletin advising 
them as to the proper things to buy 
at certain times of the year, and the 
possibilities of advantageous buying 
and freezing foods on their own. 

Club members also get bulletins 
from the frozen food company de- 
scribing the products available and 
the prices in various size packages. 
Other helps supplied include a “home 
order chart” for selecting choice of 
cuts in meat orders. 

As soon as a freezer purchaser 
joins the club he is given a certifi- 
cate of membership on which appears 
the serial number of his freezer 
(which the dealer must supply) and 
an instruction card to assist him in 
making the initial purchase of food. 

Ramsey-Bennett has been of the 
radio spot announce- 
ments would prove the best method 
of advertising the Freezer Economy 
Club plan. However, no matter what 
the medium, it should invite in- 
quiries about the plan. Upon receipt 
of the inquiry, a letter of acknowl- 
edgement is sent, and the prospect’s 
name is turned over to the dealer 
located nearest the prospect. 

The letter of acknowledgement 
goes something like this: 

“Thank you for your inquiry re- 
garding the opportunities of con- 
tinued savings through being a mem- 
ber of our Freezer Economy Club.

1, question and answer form, the 
boc « covers the more common cus- 
torer questions on economy and 
co: venience. It makes it clear that 
the dealer must have local figures on 
focd prices (in and out of season), 
cost of electricity, and what foods 
can be frozen satisfactorily in order 
to present his story effectively. 

To help the dealer determine what 
size freezer is best for the customer, 
the book points out that 6 cu. ft. 
per person is considered best to meet 
the requirements of most families. 

It notes, however, that “when 
most of the food for the family’s 
year of eating is to be stored there 
is such overlapping of storage times 
for the various food, 10 cu. ft. per 
person may not be excessive. 


WHERE TO PLACE FREEZER 


Where should the freezer’ be 
placed? Tyler makes these recom- 
mendations: 

1. Basement location. 

2. Garage location, if attached to 
house. 

3. Back porch. 

4. Kitchen. 

5. Remote garage location. 

The book advised dealers to build 
sales by going after every prospect. 
Here are the prospects: 

1. Every person renting a locker. 

2. The suburban shopper driving to 
market or going to public convey- 
ance. 

3. The farmer looking for a better 
way to preserve his low cost home 
grown surplus food. (Farmer’s dis- 
taste for salt cured meats gives a 
definite sales wedge). 

4. City dweller deserving better 
and fresher foods at lower costs. 

5. Fishermen and _ hunters. 

6. People buying frozen foods. 

And it adds that everyone who 
eats food and uses electricity is a 
good prospect. 

“Build sales with freezer demon- 
strations,” it advises. “Hold actual 
freezer demonstrations on the sales 
floor. Invite club members, church 


groups, P-TA groups, 4-H clubs, 
granges, etc. 
“Issue invitations by means of 


mail, telephone calls, newspaper ad- 
vertisements, and radio advertising. 

“Have a woman demonstrator to 
show and discuss the preparation of 
foods for the freezeer. The use of 
attractive door prizes will bring 
them in. Provide registration cards 


much information as 
arouse interest. Remember, 
make sales.” 


MERCHANDISE BY 
DEMONSTRATION 


The manual urges dealers to mer- 
chandise by demonstration. By this 


it means: 

“Keep bulk ice cream in_ the 
demonstration freezer on the floédr, 
serve it, and emphasize the conveni- 
ence and savings on this item. 

“Show iuscious strawberries, fish, 
game, cakes, pies—any item to 
demonstrate that there is no season 
when you have a Harderfreez. 

“Home made_ suckers for the 
children. 

“Keep a thermometer in the op- 
erating freezer. People get a big 
kick out of seeing ‘below zero.’ 

“Use a small hot plate and bun 
warmer to demonstrate how ‘out of 
the world’ frozen rolls can be after 
a few minutes of heating. This can 
be done to hold the prospect’s in- 
terest while giving the sales story.” 

The manual pointed out that a 
freezer display itself can create sales 
when the freezer is placed so that it 
is clearly visible to every customer 
entering the store. It also must be 
filled with packages of frozen foods 
(dummy packages o.k.) and _ spot- 
lighted. Nearby should be a table 
containing samples of packaging ma- 
terials—all priced. 

In promoting a group dermonstra- 
tion, the booklet notes that “refresh- 
ments and door prizes are not ab- 


solutely essential but definitely affect 


attendance.” 

It offers this advice: 

“When homemakers purchase food 
freezers, they expect a better way 
of living. They are anxious to know 
the proper procedure in freezing and 
how to utilize their new appliance to 
the utmost. 


“Let simplicity be your keynote. | 


Emphasize the joys of removing the 
food from the freezer—not the work 
in packaging. These factors can best 
be emphasized through demonstra- 
tion. 

“The following pointers are listed 
to help you develop a practical ap- 
proach in your program. 

“For rural groups, use home pack- 
aged rather than commercial pack- 
aged foods. Use the latter in urban 
areas. 

“Heat the meat for serving. If this 
is not possible, at least pass home 
packaged frozen food among the 
audience. 

“Salad with gelatine and whipped 
cream base freezes satisfactorily and 
can be used immediately.”

Help San Diego Group Draw 85,000

Ever hear of a home freezer and frozen food show drawing an 
attendance of 85,000 people? 

Yet, that was the attendance claimed for the “Spring Fair of 
Frozen Foods and Refrigeration,” held April 26 to April 30 this year 
under the sponsorship of the Bureau of Radio and Electrical Appliances. 

This show was said to be the first of its type in which all of the 
in frozen foods participated—appliance dealers, 
commercial refrigeration dealers, frozen food wholesalers and distributors, 
and locker plant interests. 

Results were astounding. Both refrigerators and home freezers were 
displayed, and many exhibitors reported that freezer sales were matching 
refrigerator sales. Some 10,000 persons watched 18 frozen food cooking 
school sessions held during the Fair. 
sales of his products in the San Diego area jumped 500 to 700% during 
the week the Fair was held. 

To get the “inside story” of the thinking behind a project of this 
kind, and the details of the plans and program for the Fair, the News 
asked J. Clark Chamberlain, secretary-manager of the Bureau of Radio 
and Electrical Appliances of San Diego County, to write his version of it. 
Mr. Chamberlain is famed for the appliance shows and demonstrations 
and clinics his group has held in the past, but most observers called 
the Fair the greatest ever. 


One frozen food processor said

San Diego’s first Spring Fair of 
Frozen Foods and Refrigeration, held 
in Balboa Park, April 26 to 30, the 
first show of its exact type anywhere 
in the country, came about in a 
rather logical fashion. 

It was the natural development 
of a series of home freezer promo- 
tions dating back to May of 1946, 
when this bureau sponsored the first 
Home Freezer and Frozen Foods 
Clinic known to have been held on 
a major scale. In this memorable 
clinic, which was held before our 
freezer manufacturers had actually 
entered production following the 
War, we brought together for the 
first time all of the agencies we then 
thought would have any bearing on 
the sale of home freezers. 

The six features of that first clinic 
included: 

(1) The then official spokesman for 
the Frozen Food Processors of the 
Pacific Coast. 

(2) A panel of frozen food dis- 
tributors. 


(3) The official spokesman for the 
California Locker Association. 

(4) A panel of home freezer manu- 
facturers. 

(5) The then most celebrated ‘‘ex- 
pert” on the proper packaging of 
foods for freezing. 

(6) The first public showing any- 
where of the original home freezer 


motion picture, Frigidaire’s “Frozen 


Freshness.” 

Upwards of 250 dealers, distribu- 
tors, locker plant operators, and 
others interested sat through this 
memorable first clinic, designed to 
bring together all elements our bu- 
reau believed would have a stake in 
the development of the home freezer 
and the frozen food industry in gen- 
eral. History records that this was 
considered a remarkably successful 
meeting, but later events proved it 
was far ahead of its time. 

Despite the official attitude of the

for a chaotic condition which though 
temporary, made it impossible t 
establish the type of cooperation be- 
tween these industries we at that 
time hoped might soon result. 

Plans to hold our Frozen Foods 
and Home Freezer Clinic as an 
annual affair, solely for the benefit of 
the dealers, distributors, and their 
sales personnel, were abandoned when 
we finally realized that the time was 
not ripe to expect the cooperation 
from our companion industries we 
had hoped for. Instead, our bureau 
launched into a series of public Home 
Freezer Clinics wherein the freezer 
and what it could do for the user was 
emphasized, with the interests of 
commercially packed frozen foods 
and the locker operators being indi- 
rectly represented. 

The last of these public clinics 
was concluded about July 1 of 1949. 
At that time we realized that even 
though individually these clinics were 
most successful, the number of people 
reached was not great enough to 
accomplish the over-all selling job we 
had in mind.

de ermined that we would try a new 
ap roach of big-scale proportions. 
wierein instead of hundreds of 
pe ple, tens of thousands might be 
directly reached with the full story 
of the home freezer. 

So it was that we decided last Fall 
to stage our first “Spring Fair’ of 
Frozen Foods and_ Refrigeration 
along lines never followed before to 
our knowledge in any major promo- 
tion—a show deliberately planned to 
encompass every conceivable interest 
having to do with the use of the 
home freezer. 

Our committee had changed its 
views materially in_ relation’ to 
freezer promotions we had conducted 
‘in the past where great emphasis 
was placed on packaging demonstra- 
tions and very little on the use of 
commercially packed foods. We de- 
veloped the theory that if we could 
influence the people of San Diego 
County to buy commercially packed 
frozen foods in far greater volume 
than at present, both our freezer and 
refrigerator sales outlook would be 
greatly improved. 

We were convinced that all to- 
gether too much emphasis has been 
placed on the difficulties of proper 
packaging materials and not enough 
attention given to the easier, more 
natural way that would appeal to 
the vast percentage of city dwellers 
who have never become sold on the 
need for a home freezer, because 
unlike the rural dweller of our terri- 
tory, they produce nothing which 
they might package and freeze. 


Emphasized Food Angle 


This complete reversal of our 
thinking was back of the strategy 
which actually emphasized frozen 
foods much more heavily in the nam- 
ing and promotion of this show than 
was given to the freezer itself, which 
we confidently believed would come 
into its own if we could properly sell 
the frozen foods idea. 

The responsibility of this under- 
taking was put in the hands of the 
bureau’s permanent show committee, 
headed by O. G. Thompson, a past 
president of the organization. In 
addition, a special committee under 
chairmanship of R. E. Danielson was 
established to coordinate the frozen 
foods side of this promotion. 

We first decided to limit exhibit 
participation from the appliance in- 
dustry standpoint, to freezers and 
refrigerators only. With 22 such 
products being merchandised in this 
general area, a goal of 100% partici- 
pation of these manufacturers or 
distributors was established. Exactly 
this number were ultimately repre- 
Serted in our show, listed alpha- 
belically as follows: Admiral, Amana, 
Carrier, Coldspot, Coolerator, Coro- 
na lo, Crosley, Deepfreeze, Frigidaire, 
General Electric, Gibson, Hibbard, 
H: ‘point, International Harvester, 
K: \vinator, Leonard, Norge, Philco, 
Se vel, Victor, Wards, Westinghouse.

pation of these food processors with- 
out putting upon them the responsi- 
bility of arranging suitable commer- 
cial display equipment. This plan 
proved to be very effective, enabling 
us to include frozen food exhibits 
which otherwise would not have 
been possible, and at the same time 
provided a _ highly representative 
showing of the various types of 
frozen food display equipment avail- 
able in this territory. 

Having lined up all of the agencies 
having a bearing on the sale of home 
freezers, we then planned to include 
the always popular Cooking School 
idea, confining it exclusively to 
frozen foods as used in connection 
with the freezer. 

We invited our participating manu- 
facturers to make available top 
flight economists for our frozen foods 
Cooking Schools. Nine _ eventually 
committed themselves to this pro- 
gram, with the following companies 
and the economists concerned parti- 
cipating: Amana, Mary Snow; Cros- 
ley, Wilma Sledge; Deepfreeze 
Leilla Knight; Frigidaire, Lois Cline; 
General Electric, Lura Jim Alkire; 
Hotpoint, Laura A. Harley; Inter- 
national Harvester, Esther Cleaves; 
Philco, Merl Johnson; and Westing- 
house, Lois Ferris. 


Cooking School Demonstrations 


We had first enlisted the coopera- 
tion of Mrs. Marjorie Hume, econo- 
mist of the San Diego Gas & Electric 
Co. and a 1950 McCall Award 
Winner, as coordinator of this phase 
of our Spring Fair. Each of the 
nine economists prepared two sep2- 
rate meals embracing the use of 
commercially packed frozen foods, 
which brands were represented in 
the Show. These were streamlined 
30-minute demonstrations, two each 
afternoon and evening of the five- 
day Show. They were conducted in 
an auditorium adjoining the main 
exhibit buildings which housed our 
refrigeration, freezer, frozen foods, 
and companion exhibits. 

To add interest to freezers and 
frozen foods, a prize drawing was 
held each afternoon and evening. 
Large quantities of commercially 
packed frozen foods were given away 
on the afternoon programs, and in 
the evenings in addition to more 
foods, one 6-ft. freezer was awarded 
from among the sixteen makes which 
cooperated to make this giveaway 
possible. 

The objectives envisioned by our 
committee were reached 
case and some others we had not 
considered were also attained. With- 
out exception, our refrigeration ex- 


hibits, with emphasis on the freezers, 
established immediate sales records 
we had not considered possible, with 
promise of continued freezer selling 
at a record level for our territory. At 
the same time, every other agency 
represented in the show received 
comparable results. 


Frozen food industry spokesmen 
have testified that this single pro- 
motion has probably done more for 
the frozen foods industry in this area 
than all of the promotions of the 
past five years combined. Likewise, 
our locker exhibitors and other meat 
suppliers (of which there were two 
in the show) have reported amazing 
sales stimulation and development of 
new freezer owner customers beyond 
their fondest dreams. 

The all-out success of this first 
show has already set a pattern for 
us, with plans having now been de- 
finitely made to make the Spring 
Fair an annual event, as a companion 
promotion to our Annual Electrical 
& Home Appliance Show held in 
November each year. 


Elements That Lead to Success 


Actual demonstrations of various 
products and services represented in 
the Spring Fair had much to do 
with its over-all success. Every one 
of our own freezer and refrigerator 
exhibits were aggressively manned 
by representative dealer sales or- 
ganizations, taking previously 
scheduled turns, under direction of 
the manufacturer or distributor con- 
cerned. Most also maintained home 
economists, and in all instances full, 
live displays of foods could be found 
in the freezers and refrigerators ex- 
hibited. 

We had urged our frozen food 
producers to do some sampling and

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several did so, to the delight of most 
of our visitors. Our locker associa- 
tion operators did no sampling, but 
their display proved to be _ sensa- 
tional. In addition to showing tiers of 
lockers normally provided in any 
such plant, their exhibit included two 
frozen food display cases to remind 
freezer owners that quantity dis- 
counts could be obtained there on 
standard brands of foods. 


But the pay-off was a reproduction 
of the meat processing layout of a 
typical locker plant. Here, behind 
glass, visitors could see two expert 
meat cutters working with full 
equipment on sides of beef, pork, and 
lamb drawn out of an adjoining 
room. In turn, two of the locker op- 
erators described over a PA ssystem 
just what types of cuts were being 
produced at the moment, how 
eastern meat was always available, 


savings involved, packaging informa- 
tion, etc. Thousands of freezer 
owners were made acquainted with 
the services of the locker plants 
through this continuous demonstra- 
tion. 


Active demonstrations were also 
conducted by both of our packaging 
materials exhibitors, Zellerbach 
Paper Co., and Blake, Moffitt and 
Towne. They were simply mobbed at 
all times, and both almost imme- 
diately had packaging material sell- 
outs reported from local stores where 
visitors were told materials shown 
and demonstrated could be bought. 

This was a revelation to the pack- 
aging materials producers, retailers, 
and ourselves, proving conclusively 
that the average freezer owner had 
little or no idea of the new techniques 
and was unaware such products ac- 
tually were for sale.

Westinghouse Shows Frost 
Free Biological Model 


MANSFIELD, Ohio—The Westing- 
house frost free refrigerator is now 
available with all-steel, chrome- 
finished drawers for the safe storage 
of sera, blood plasma, toxins, anti- 
toxins, and other pharmaceutical 
supplies in cold, dry air with steady 
temperatures, G. H. Meilinger, man- 
ager of the household refrigeration 
department of the Westinghouse 
electric appliance division, here, an- 
nounced recently. 

The new refrigerator—the 9.6-cu. 
ft. model ADA-96—features_ the 
patented frost free system which 
automatically removes all frost from 
the freezer walls before it can build 
up and then automatically disposes 
of the defrost water by quick evapo- 
ration outside the storage compart- 
ment. 


DRY COLD AIR MAINTAINED 


Since no more than a paper-thin 
veneer of frost is every present on 
the freezer walls, dry cold air of the 
proper temperatures is steadily main- 
tained, Meilinger explained. 

The eight-drawer biological insert 
is constructed of chrome steel with 
polished chrome steel door fronts. 
The drawers have perforated cane 
sides and bottom to permit air cir- 
culation and have solid backs. 

The insert has rubber bumper 
legs to prevent damage to the liner 
of the refrigerator and each drawer 
is equipped with a name panel. The 
top four drawers are 3 in. deep; the 
bottom four drawers 5 in. deep. 


With the frost free system, full 


use of the refrigerator is never in 
any way curtailed during the de- 
frosting periods. They are so swift 
that frozen foods in the freezer com- 
partment will neither soften nor 
thaw, while temperatures in the 
storage area are raised less than 
2°, according to Meilinger. 

The process is accomplished by 
warming the ‘Freon’ refrigerant 
with an electric heating element and 
circulating it through the system to 
melt off the veneer of frost on the 
freezer wall. f 

When the temperature ratio be- 
tween the freezer wall and _ the 
warmed “Freon” indicates that the 
frost has been melted, the defrosting 
cycle is automatically switched off 
and the refrigerator returns to its 
normal operating condition. 


The frost free defrosting cycle is 
automatically set in motion each 
time the refrigerator has been suc- 
cessively openec’ 60 times—the aver- 
age number of daily openings by 


users, according to Westinghouse 
studies. 

Since the amount of frost on the 
freezer walls depends upon the 
amount of water present in the air 
—or the number of times the refrig- 
erator is opened to admit moist new 
air—this system assures the regular 
and complete removal of accumu- 
lated frost. 

A button in the upper breaker 
strip mechanically counts the door 
openings and activates the cycle at 
the stated intervals. 


DISPOSING OF WATER 


Water formed by the melting of 
the frost falls onto a sloping tray 
just beneath the freezer. This tray 
empties into an aluminum pipe run- 
ning down the back of the refrigera- 
tor which carries the water into a 
shallow pan under the compressor. 
Here the heat from the compressor 
automatically evaporates the water, 
even in humid climates. 

Other features of the new refrig- 
erator include a Westinghouse Steri- 
lamp to eliminate air-borne bacteria; 
a full-width freeze chest which quick 
freezes and stores 41 lbs. of foods 
and ice; storage space for 28 qts. 
of milk or tall beverage bottles on 
the top shelf; and an automatic door 
closer. 

The suggested retail price of the 
ADA-96 equipped with the biological 
insert unit is $489.95. Biological in- 
serts are also available for other 
Westinghouse’ refrigerators whose 
capacities range from 4 to 8.44 cu. 
ot

REASON FOR USING A 
SIGHT-GLASS 


First let us examine why a liquid 
line sight-glass is used at all. Cer- 
tainly the answer to this is that we 
want to see if the expansion valve 
is getting a solid column of liquid. 
Bubbles in the sight-glass indicate 
that, for some one of several causes, 
the liquid going through the sight- 
glass is not a solid liquid. As pointed 
out in a previous article, bubbles in 
the sight-glass indicate that: 

(1) There has been a drop in pres- 
sure of the liquid line ahead of the 
sight-glass, sufficient to allow some 
of the liquid to “boil” and thus form 
vapor which shows up in the sight- 
glass as bubbles, or; 

(2) The liquid line has become 
heated above the temperature of the 
and this also allows the 
liquid to vaporize and form gas 
bubbles, or; 

(3) There is a shortage of refriger- 
ant in the system, that breaks the 
liquid seal at the point where the 
liquid line leaves the receiver; or if 
there is no receiver, the condenser. 
This allows some of the hot gas in 
the receiver to get into the liquid 
line along with the liquid, or; 

(4) There is air or some other 
‘non-condensible” gas in the system, 
that is passing through the liquid 
line with the liquid and shows up as 
these bubbles. It is not probable, 
however, that this is a very frequent 
cause of bubbles in the liquid line 
sight-glass, for air tends to stay in 
the receiver or condenser and prob- 
ably does not find its way into the 
liquid line to any great extent except 
in conditions of low refrigerant 
charge when the liquid seal is broken. 

Whatever is the cause of the bub- 
bles, we are chiefly interested in the 
“quality” of the liquid going to the

sult in partially starved evaporators, 
especially if the expansion valve is 
not quite or barely big enough for 
that particular evaporator and tem- 
perature. 

So for the liquid line sight-glass 
to give us the answer to the quality 
or condition of the liquid just as it 
goes to the expansion valve, the 
sight-glass should be placed just 
ahead of the valve. 


THIS LOCATION CAN BE 
DANGEROUS 


Ordinarily we use a sight-glass to 
tell whether or not there is a full 
charge of refrigerant, rather than 
to trace restrictions. So if we put 
on a sight-glass in a liquid line be- 
tween the drier and the expansion 
valve and it shows bubbles, what is 
about the first thing a serviceman 
does? He starts adding refrigerant. 

But suppose that the system 
really had a full charge of refrig- 
erant, and the bubbles in the sight- 
glass are actually due to a partially 
stopped drier or some other restric- 
tion in the liquid line ahead of the 
sight-glass? He may add refrigerant 
in an effort to get a solid column of 
liquid (until the bubbles disappear ) 
to the point that he may heavily 
overcharge the system and cause ex- 
tremely high pressures in the con- 
denser, receiver, and liquid line, in- 
cluding the stopped drier. 

This is a frequent cause of burst 
driers, that not only results in loss 
of the charge and destruction of the 
drier, but often results in damage 
to the compressor or even the motor. 
Nor is it a safe thing for the service- 
man. He may be hurt from the burst- 
ing drier or from getting a lot of 
liquid refrigerant in his eyes. 


USE THE GAUGES 


During this operation he should 
have had the gauges on. The high 
pressure gauge will tell him when 
the pressures start to get too high. 
Moreover, it will indicate that he 
already has a full charge. So he 
should always have the high pres- 
sure gauge on when adding refrig- 
erant. 

In fact, he should also have the 
compound gauge on, just as a 
matter of good practice, for it will 
tell him many things about the op- 
eration of the equipment if he but 
properly interprets what it says. 
There are not many service calls 
that can be made satisfactorily with- 
out putting on. gauges. 


But to get back to the location of 
the sight-glass. If you are one of 
those careful, thorough men, who 


doesn’t rush a job through and who | 
always puts on the gauges and pays | 


attention to them, you can put the 
sight-glass after the drier. 

But if you are not careful and if 
you add refrigerant without gauges, 
and are in a hurry to get away from 


the job to the extent that you take | 


chances both with safety and with 
the quality of your work, then you 


had better put the sight-glass ahead | 


of the drier. 

In fact, it is pretty good general 
practice to put the sight-glass near 
the receiver outlet, for it will tell 
you if there is a full charge. Then 
you can start hunting down re- 
strictions, etc., after you have es- 
tablished that there is a full charge 
of refrigerant. 

Some makes and models of con- 
densing units have _ sight-glasses, 
bullseyes, test cocks, or other means 
recently its appointment at authorized 
level in the receiver. 


It would be a fine thing for the | 
if every unit were so | 


serviceman 
equipped. It would not only make it 
easier for the serviceman, but it 
would save a lot of time for him and 
for his customer, and result in 
quicker and more efficient diagnosis 
of the trouble. 

The time saved on one service call 
will pay for the original cost of pro- 
viding a simple test cock to check 
if there is the minimum amount of 
liquid in the receiver.

d..ance,” Lewis added. “If a unit 
is wanted where it would be very 
d ficult to install an evaporative 
c adenser or a cooling tower, such as 
o. the lower floors of a tall building, 
then the ordinance would permit up 
ti 3 g.p.m./ton to be used. 

‘The ordinance also contains a 
siding scale of water permitted in 
g.p.m./ton against the hardness of 
the water,” Lewis said. ‘‘The demand 
water meter is also recognized by 
the ordinance, and we believe that 
the water industry should take a 
lesson from the electric utilities’ 
demand rate structure. 

“One of the big problems in any 
such ordinance is determining who 
is the customer,” he pointed out. ‘Is 
it the owner of the office building, 
say, or the tenants?” 

Lewis also reminded the group 
that water conservation measures 
will add to cost of air conditioning, 
not only the first cost of an evapora- 
tive condenser or cooling tower, but 
in maintenance, too. 


Wile Cites Chicago Talks 


To get the conference under way, 
the first speaker, Dan Wile, re- 
viewed the discussion at the first 
such conference held in Chicago last 
December during the ASRE annual 
meeting, covering the main points 
made then by Elwood L. Bean, 
Philadelphia bureau of water; Dr. 
Howard Degler of the Marley Co., 
and Ralph Westcott. 

Points cited from Bean’s talk by 
Wile included: 

The water works industry employs 
about 80,000 in the United States. 
About 8% billion gals. of water are 
used each day in U. S. Per capita 
investment in water works is $58. 
Per capita water bill is less than $8 
a year. New construction totaling 
$7.8 billion is needed for water 
supply and disposal facilities. The 
refrigeration and air conditioning 
systems are largely concentrated in 
downtown area. Their water loads 
are highest at the peak yearly de- 
mand on water works. Water utili- 
ties should get $75 per ton a year 
for non-conserving air conditioning 
systems operating 1,000 hours an- 
nually; $85 per ton a year for non- 
conserving refrigeration systems op- 
erating 3,000 hours annually. The 
cost of increasing water supplies 
would average $1,400 per ton of re- 
frigeration and air conditioning while 
the cost of conservation would be 
less than $200 per ton. Cost of in- 
creasing sewage facilities varies 
from 50% to 150% of water supply 
costs. When water hardness is less 
than 85 g.p.m. water should be 
limited to 6 g.p.m./ton. 

Vile’s review of Degler’s talk at 
the Chicago conference brought out 
these points: 


Siort Approach—Long Price 


When water is used on a once- 
ough basis, 1 lb. removes 24 to 
B.t.u. while water re-use removes 
00 B.t.u. per Ib. A short “ap- 
vach” in a cooling tower costs much 
‘re than a long approach. A cool- 
: tower for a 50-ton or larger air 
iditioning system can be amortized 
3 years. 

Vestcott had told the Chicago 
© aference, according to Wile: 

That scale, corrosion, and algae 
1 be eliminated by proper treat- 
‘nt of water. Water quality and 
atment will vary from place to 
ce. Advice on water treatment 
juld be obtained from one source 
ile chemicals should be purchased 
’m another source. It is not neces- 
‘y to have complete knowledge of 
ter chemistry but reasonable 
owledge is important. 
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Maintenance Cost 


Following Wile’s review and the 
report on the model ordinance by 
Lewis, Chairman Westcott dwelled 
briefly on the maintenance of water 
conservation equipment. 

“When we use water-cooled equip- 
ment we have a maintenance prob- 
lem for two reasons. First, we have 
to maintain the system at its high 


initial efficiency, and second, we 
have to prolong the life of the 
equipment. 


“The manufacturer can materially 
assist in such maintenance by proper 
design and recognition of what the 
operating conditions are likely to be,” 
Westcott asserted. 

“Consider the problem of a self- 
contained water-cooled unit installed 
in a water-conservation area where 
the concentration of minerals and 
salts in the water is high. There are 
no facilities for servicing the con- 
denser on many such units yet main- 
tenance has to be performed con- 
sistently.” 

The contractor who installs the 
equipment doesn’t always place it 
in the most accessible or proper lo- 
cation, Westcott also pointed out. 

“Tt’s the owner who has to pay 
the bills, however,” he cautioned. 


Is It ‘Patent Medicine?’ 


“We also have the problem of 
carefully selecting maintenance 
remedies,” he added. “I’m a little 
bitter on the subject of patent medi- 
cines and some of the remedies we 
have seen used for water problems 
fall in the same category. 

“Enough is known about water 
chemistry so that if the owner is 
willing to pay for a competent sur- 


vey he can usually buy the neces- 


sary materials relatively cheaply. 


“But such water treaiment also | 
needs the cooperation of the mainten- 4 


ance engineer who must remember to 
do what he’s supposed to do,” West- 
cott concluded. 

Two users of water conservation 
equipment—Joseph Leto of Mer- 
chants Refrigerating Co. and Henry 
Schmall of the Muehlebach hotel— 


contributed some comments to the | 


conference. 


“All water problems are not con- | 


fined to shortages,’”’ Leto pointed out. 
“There’s plenty of water 


plants have four cooling towers, two 
of which are presently shut down. 


According to Leto, Merchants Re- | 
frigerating had had difficulty main- |

“Maintenance on the tower will 
probably not exceed $50 a year,” he 
declared. 

Operated five months out of the 
year, the tower’s wood structure has 
not been painted since.it was in- 


stalled in 1936, according to Schmall. | 


Interior of the fan housing is 
painted every year, however, but the 
fans haven’t had to be replaced. 
Steel tubes in the condensers 
haven’t been’ replaced. In 


fact, | 


Schmall said there has been no need | 


even to clean the tubes in the past 
four years. 

“When all the equipment is op- 
erating we circulate 1,400 g.p.m. of 
water through the tower. Three times 
a day an operating engineer treats 
the tower with chemicals after tak- 
ing a ‘ph’ test. We bleed the tower 
constantly, as much as 10,000 gals. 
during the day, less at night. 


| 


“Every Sunday morning the cool- 
ing tower is shut down for cleaning 
and inspection. We then charge it 
with 4,000 gals. and give it a treat- 
ment. Then the next day the opera- 
tor starts giving the usual three 
times a day dose,’ Schmall ex- 
plained. 

“In treating the tower it’s abso- 
lutely necessary that you hold the 
concentration of salts to a minimum. 
This gives better cooling, keeps the 
condensers clean, and lowers operat- 
ing pressures and costs.” 

Kansas City’s water director, 
Melvin P. Hatcher, who was sitting 
in on the conference, commented 
that “water rates will have to be 
increased for air conditioning. We’re 
most concerned,” he said, “with the 
package units that are going into 
the downtown area at an increasing 
rate. We'll have to come to grips 
with this problem very soon. 

“However, authorities shouldn't 
pick on air conditioning alone. Air 
conditioning shouldn't bear the brunt. 
Other things are being looked at, 
too.” 

Hatcher added that a graduated 
water rate running from 17 cents 
down to 6 cent per 100 cu. ft. is in 
effect in Kanasas City, which also 


offers a demand plan on some 
services. 
He then raised the question: 


“Would a change in water price 
change the direction of air condi- 
tioning development? Or, to be spe- 
cific, would a 25% increase in water 
rates reduce the number of air con- 
ditioning units that might be _ in- 
stalled in an office building and re- 
sult in a chilled water circulating 
system being installed?” 
Commenting on this from the 
floor, Leon Buehler of Creamery 


Package declared, ‘Certainly the 


cost of water would influence the 
question of whether to install water 
conservation equipment. A _ paper 
presented last year indicated that it 
may be less expensive to operate at 
higher head pressures where water 
cgsts are high. This question needs 
a lot more study, however.” 

Still on the same question, Dan 
Wile commented that “the answer 
is definitely yes. The need for water 
conservation will influence the type 
of installation. This will vary, 
though, from building to _ building 
and city to city. It boils down to 
how many tons of air conditioning 
you can supply for the owner's 
dollar.” 


Piping Water Costs More 


“Even in Chicago where water is 
plentiful and cheap,” added H. J. 
Prebensen of Chicago, “there is a 
considerable trend to water-saving 
devices. It’s often cheaper to install 
water conservation equipment than 
to pipe water from the street. Before 
the war 5% of the systems used 
water-saving devices; in 1949 they 
were used on 37% of the installa- 
tions.” 

Earlier it had been asked whether 
there were any statistics available 
as to the number of evaporative 
condensers and cooling towers that 
have been installed in the past 10 
years. 

No definite answer could be given 
to this, although it was pointed out 
that the sales of one cooling tower 
manufacturer had increased from 
$500,000 in 1930 to $7,000,000 in 1949 
The increase was in the smallest and 
largest sizes chiefly, it was_ indi- 
cated. Many new companies have 
entered the field also, it was em- 
phasized.

Volunteering to answer some 
questions, Degler of Marley went on 
to explain that “blow-down in water 
treatment is extremely important, es- 
pecially to reduce the concentration. 
It should be done on the hot water 
side rather than the cold, unless 
you’re also trying to remove sedi- 
ment.” 

On the over-all picture he com- 
mented, “It’s our American way of 
life that has brought us to this 
problem. Two hundred gallons of 
water a day are being used per 
person in most American cities. Con- 
sumption was less than half that 
10 years ago.” q 

Five major factors in the water 
problem were cited also by Degler— 
(1) sewage facilities, (2) pollution, 
(3) chemical plants’ use of water, 
(4) over-population, (5) increasing 
use by individuals, through such ap- 
pliances as automatic washers, dish- 
washers, garbage disposers, and more 
baths. 

An important suggestion regard- 
ing legislation to curb the use of 
water was brought forth at the con- 
ference by Ted Benson of Frigidaire: 


“We know there are going to be 
more and more ordinances around 
the country, but this matter of water 
conservation being directed at the 
air conditioning and refrigeration in- 
dustry is not only a matter of city 
officials and our industry, but the 
users’, too. 

“The user group is the best friend 
of our industry. Owners of retail 
businesses, etc., realize the value of 
air conditioning and refrigeration.” 

therefore, Benson suggested, these 
users should be encouraged to ex- 
press their views when communities 
consider water conservation ordin- 
ances.

exposed to bright light. By far, the 
best flavor in frozen meat is obtained 
with the vacuum pack in a sealed 
metal container. Oxygen tightness of 
the package is more important than 
vapor tightness for long storage, in 
contrast with frozen fruits and vege- 
tables. 

“Since the meat packing industry 
depends on high volume distribution 
at low cost, improved transportation 
and retail display and storage facili- 
ties will be necessary if the pre- 
packaged frozen meat development 
is to grow,”’ Robertson concluded. 

His presentation brought forth sev- 
eral comments. D. K. Tressler said, 
“Robertson finds rapid freezing dam- 
ages meat surface and color, but 
others have found it advantageous. 
I'm not sure that rapid freezing is 
the sole cause. Plate freezers are 
commonly held at -25° to -28° F., but 
the food is removed as soon as it 
reaches a temperature of 5° or 0°.

freezer and cooked immediately. This 
may be okay for thin cuts, but it 
is of great importance to thaw or 
partially thaw roasts weighing over 
4 lbs. If such a roast at 0° is placed 
in the oven, it will be impossible to 
cook the interior without having the 
surface over-done.” 

To this Robertson replied, “Oxygen 
protection for meats is more impor- 
tant because we don’t retain the good 
qualities of meat in storage as you 
do in the storage of frozen fruits. 

“We only freeze meat to 0° in 
these low-temperature tests, too, but 
the meat surface is bound to be close 
to plate temperature. I don’t agree,” 
Robertson added, ‘with Dr. Tressler’s 
questioning of the cooking methods.

It can be done. We've seen roasts 
weighing up to 6 lbs. beautifully done 
all through after being placed in the 
oven while still frozen.” 

D. C. McCoy of Frigidaire agreed 
with Robertson that “appearance of 
meat is important, but meat is sold 
to eat, not to look at. Meat loses 
its bloom in cooking anyway. 

“The color problem needs attention 
and perhaps research, and perhaps 
the consumer needs education along 
this line. Other frozen foods are now 
being sold in closed cartons.”

AUSTIN, Tex.—A compact, port- 
able quick-freeze unit that will freeze 
vegetables and fruits in two to 10 
minutes in homes and small locker 
plants will be perfected sometime 
this summer by W. R. Woolrich, dean 
of the Univ. of Texas Eng. Dept. 

Dean Woolrich said the unit will 
have about the same proportions as 
a 5-gal. ice cream freezer and will 
do a “commercial job’ at home. 

“It’s true that small locker plants 
have been processing fruits and vege- 
tables, after a fashion, in standard 
quick-freeze equipment,” Dean Wool- 
rich added.

Succeeding with Both Projects, Locker Plant 
Operator Sees No Conflict with Freezer Sales 


DOVER, Ohio — “Anyone who 
walks from this counter over to the 
freezer display is a prospect. I im- 
mediately jot down their name, or 
their locker number for follow up.” 

That is one of the ways that 
Walter Hanner, Jr., manager of 
Frozen Food Lockers here, gets 
Deepfreeze freezer prospects with- 
out setting foot outside his locker 
plant. He claims to do a satisfac- 
tory freezer volume and is backed 
in this by his distributor. 

“A few days after I spot a pros- 
pect’s interest in freezers, I mail 
him some literature on the freezer. 
I also turn the name over to a man 
who makes a hobby of selling freez- 
ers for us. He calls on the customer 
about a week later. 

“A strong closing argument that 
has completed many sales is the 
fact that we are equipped to—and 
will— take care of the customer’s 
food in case any emergency arises 
with the freezer. 


FREE EMERGENCY STORAGE 


“We guarantee the freezer for five 
years, giving free service and free 
emergency food storage during this 
time. We have arranged with a 
local refrigeration serviceman to do 
this service work for us. He gives 
us a very reasonable price on it.” 

Frozen Food Lockers was estab- 
lished five years ago by Hanner’s 
father. The senior Hanner still 
owns the business but has retired. 
He leaves active management of the 
650-locker plant to his son, who left 
college to take on the job. 

Despite the fact that the plant is 
located right in the midst of a num- 
ber of other locker plants, it has 
had no trouble keeping its lockers 
rented to capacity or close to it. 

Not only local people patronize it, 
but customers come from as far 
away as Cleveland, Lorain, and 
Marion (nearly 100 miles to the 
west) to buy and store their foods. 


NO BUILDING SIGN 


And yet, a visitor to the town 
could walk right by the plant and 
never know it existed. The low one- 
story building is unmarked by any 
identifying sign. What’s more, it is 
hidden from the town’s main street 
by a gas station and is squeezed 
between a repair garage and the 
Elks Club parking lot. 

It is not that the Hanners are try- 
ing to hide or are opposed to signs. 
It’s just that father and son each 
has his own ideas about what kind of 
a sign they should have. Result—no 
sign. But business does not seem to 
be suffering because of it. 

Hanner, Jr. attributes their suc- 
cess to a policy of keeping the plant 
always immaculately clean and 
orderly, of depending on favorable 
word of mouth advertising, and of 
treating the customer right and thus 
keeping his goodwill. 

Hanner does some newspaper ad- 
vertising, but only on a limited scale. 
In the case of freezers, his experi- 
ence shows that one satisfied user 
will interest his neighbors and rela- 
tives and they will come in to buy. 

Believing that a businessman must 
take part in local social activities, 
Hanner belongs to the grange, at- 
tends barn dances, and participates 
in church functions. 

But the main point of Hanner’s 
business philosophy is that he must 
treat the customer right even after 
the sale is made. 

After a freezer is sold, for ex- 
ample, he goes out to the customer’s 
home, checks the installation, and 
presents the customer with a cook 
book. He gives the housewife some 
tips on freezing different items such 
as waffles. 

When the time for the first de- 
frosting comes, Hanner returns to 
the customer’s home and performs 
this chore for her, at the same time 
showing her the correct way to do it. 


SEES NO CONFLICT 


Hanner is convinced that there is 
no conflict between the locker busi- 
ness and the home freezer. In fact, 
he considers it a smart idea for 
locker operators to sell freezers. 

“A person seldom buys the right 
size freezer anyway,” he declared. 
“A locker renter may cancel out his 
locker when he purchases a freezer. 
But we don’t worry about that. In 
a few months, he finds that he has 
filled up the freezer and still has

meat and vegetables for storage. So 
he rents another locker.” 

Appearance of the freezer counts 
for a lot in making a sale, Hanner 
has learned. He makes it a point to 
display his freezers against a color- 
ful background so that the sharp, 
white color and trim lines stand out. 

“When the customer begins to feel 
that she would like to have such a 
nice looking freezer in her home, 
the battle is half won,” he claims. 

Another promotional device used 
by Frozen Food Lockers is to hold 
an open house every year. This year, 
the firm staged a five-day celebration 
“to show you, our patrons, our deep 
appreciation and gratitude for mak- 
ing our five years happy and suc- 
cessful ones.” 

From 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. each day, 
the plant held a Frozen Food Sample 
Fair. Guests were given samples of 
frozen foods in Dixie cups, and con- 
tainers, cook books, pamphlets, and 
favors. Hanner obtained more than 
enough’ give-away material by 
writing to some 50 manufacturers. 


From 7 to 9 p.m. each day, open 
house was observed. Visitors were 
shown two films: Frigidaire’s 
“Frozen Freshness” and the Frozen 
Food Locker Institute’s “The Locker 
Way of Living.” 

Everyone attending the celebration 
was served a dish of ice cream and 
strawberries and was entitled to a 
free chance on five anniversary pres- 
ents. More than 900 registered for

the prizes by filling out a card, list- 
ing their names and addresses an 
answering these questions: 

“Do you rent a frozen food locker? 
Do you own a home freezer? Ar: 
you interested in purchasing a hom« 
freezer this year?” 


EXCELLENT PROSPECT LIST 


With any item visitors purchased 
they received an additional chance 
on the prizes. The registration cards 
proved an excellent source of pros- 
pects, according to Hanner. 

The celebration was announcec 
through newspaper advertising anc 
a letter sent to all locker renters. 
After giving details of the event 
the letter concluded: 

“On Saturday, if we have an, 
energy left, we will be open fo: 
business as usual—and nothing wil 
be given away.” 

Hanner’s apprehension proved cor- 
rect. The plant was open on Satur. 
day, but the staff had little vitality 

In a move to educate the yout! 
of the area on the advantages o: 
frozen foods and freezing, Hanne: 
contacted the. home economics 
teacher of every school in the count) 
and invited her to bring her classes 
to the plant. 

The students were taken on a tou 
of the plant and its operation ex- 
plained to them. In addition, they 
were given paper bags in which to 
put free samples and were shown 
the two films mentioned above.

Gas Refrigerator Monopoly Charged -- 


(Concluded from Page 1, Column 5) 
absorption type and embracing the 
only known commercial feasible 
methods of producing gas refriger- 
ators. 

In 1925, PMR assigned some of 
its U. S. and Cuban patent rights to 
Electrolux Refrigerator Corp. (here- 
inafter referred to as U. S. Electro- 
lux). Subsequently, PMR issued li- 
censes under the Canadian patents to 
U. S. Electrolux. By 1927, defendant 
had acquired control of U. S. Elec- 


trolux, by purchasing its capital 
stock. 
In 1929, it is alleged, PMR and 


U. S. Electrolux entered into an 
agreement under the terms of which 
PMR agreed to assign to U. S. Elec- 
trolux all patents covering improve- 
ments on its inventions, and U. S. 
Electrolux agreed to assign to PMR 
all patents acquired by them cover- 
ing improvements; the parties agreed 
to exchange know-how relation to the 
gas refrigerator art and to prevent 
others from acquiring said know- 
how; the parties agreed not to ex- 
ploit the inventions or improvements 
outside the countries in which the 
other was empowered to obtain pat- 
ent rights. U. S. Electrolux also 
agreed to make payments of at least 
$150,000 per year to PMR. A later 
agreement in 1941 retained all the 
essential provisions of this agree- 
ment, it is alleged. 

In 1946, the Justice Department 
charges, Servel, fearing prosecution 
for violation of the Sherman Act, 
entered into a new agreement with 
Swedish Elektrolux, cancelling the 
1941 agreement. Under the terms of 
the 1946 agreement, Servel 

(a) Agreed to pay Swedish Elek- 
trolux $1,365,000 in return for a 
waiver of the aforementioned annual 
minimum payments. 

(b) Assigned certain U. S. and 


Canadian patents to Swedish Elek- 


trolux; 

(c) Granted a paid-up non-exclu- 
sive license to Swedish Elektrolux 
under certain other U. S. patents. 

(d) Received assignments from 
Swedish Elektrolux of two U. S. 


patents and non-exclusive licenses 
under several foreign patents; and 

(e) Agreed that if it defaulted in 
royalty payments, title to all patent 
rights were to revert to Swedish 
Elektrolux but a paid up non-exclu- 
sive license on each such patent 
would be retained by the defendant. 

It is further alleged that in 1948 
the parties entered into an agree- 
ment to pool research facilities, to 
jointly own inventions resulting from 
such joint research; to refuse to 
grant know-how and access to their 
respective laboratories to persons not 
parties to the agreement; not to offer 
rights under their respective patents 
to third parties until after the ex- 
piration of specified periods of time, 
and to cross-license each other under 
certain patents. 

In 1933, it is stated, in exchange 
for an agreement by Servel to make 
payments totaling $275,000, the 
Hoover Co. of North Canton, Ohio, 
granted it an exclusive license under 
certain of its U. S. patents and patent 
rights covering inventions relating to 
gas refrigerators and agreed that it 
would refrain for a period of approxi- 
mately 15 years from making or sell- 
ing gas refrigerators. 

As a result of the agreements de- 
scribed, it is alleged that the defend- 
ant has acquired title to or exclusive 
licenses under approximately 220 
U. S. patents. In addition, it owns 
approximately 325 U. S. patents rela- 
tion to gas refrigerators and equip- 
ment which it acquired from its 
employes. 

It is charged that Servel has en- 
tered into and is now a party to 
distribution contracts with all Servel 
distributors. These contracts are 
said to provide that: 

(a) The distributor will confine its 
sales of gas refrigerators and equip- 
ment to the geographical area nels 
fied in the contract; 

(b) The distributor will insure that 
gas refrigerators and equipment so 
sold will be installed only within such 
area; 

(c) The distributor will not sell, 
advertise, or offer for sale refriger-

(d) Defendant will authorize no 
other person to sell gas refrigerators 
and equipment in the area or for ulti- 
mate installation in the area assigned 
to each distributor. 

It is said that the company has 
also induced some distributors: 

(a) To require their respective 
Servel dealers to agree not to sell, 
advertise, or offer for sale refriger- 
ators or refrigerating equipment of 
any kind other than that manufac- 
tured by Servel; 

(b) To require their dealers to 
agree to sell refrigerators to con- 
sumers at prices established by said 
distributors; and 

(c) To agree upon prices at which 
distributors in adjoining geographical 
areas, and their respective dealers, 
shall sell refrigerators.
